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ENERGY CONSERVATION: 


EVERYONE'S CHALLENGE 


Almost every time you pick up the newspaper, there it is some- 
where on the front page glaring out at you . . . headlines like “Oil 
Production Down Domestically” or “Local Power Plant Switches 
From Oil To Gas” or “Gasoline Prices Jump Again.” Most Ameri- 
cans have become so used to seeing these energy related head- 
lines that they have become somewhat calloused and tend to skip 
over that “rehash of the same old energy stuff.” 
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The Central Energy Plant, located just north of the Magic Kingdom, 
controls the distribution of electricity throughout Walt Disney World. It 
also supplies hot and chilled water for our property. Here, one of our 
electrical sub-stations is being readied for operation. 
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But there is an energy shortage today, and it’s becoming in- 
creasingly more critical. Very basically, here are some of the 
problems that we face as a nation: Oil, from which we derive 
gasoline and other petroleum products such as plastics and 
fertilizers (which effect the price of foods) is in very short supply. 
In fact, of all the oil that we take out of the ground here in the 





United States in one year, we consume 100 percent of it that 
same year. In addition, we import from foreign sources that same 
amount of oil we use per year. And we are the highest oil consum- 
ing nation in the world . . . far ahead of everyone else. Coal is 
another natural energy supply. Of all the coal we dig up in one 
year, we consume 90 percent in that same year. That means only 
10 percent of our coal goes into reserve supplies each year. 
That's not much to fall back on. And what about natural gas? We 
consume 100 percent of all natural gas produced in this country in 
one year that same year. We have no reServe supplies. 

Of course there are other sources of energy . . . solar power, 
wind power, hydro-electric power from dams, tidal power and the 
big hope for the future - atomic power. All together, they make a 
contribution to the power supplies we need each year here in the 
United States, but under our present technology, their contribu- 
tion is limited. Let's face it, our automobiles, jets and railways run

on oil products ... not atomic energy. And our factories and 
homes use electricity generated from coal and gas burning power 
plants. . . not solar energy stations. Looking to the future, we can 
see energy being derived from these sources, but the key phrase 
is that under “present technology” we have to depend on energy 
from the earth, i.e. oil, coal and natural gas. 

Why are we bringing you all of this information on energy? 
Because it is a very real concern to all of us here at Walt Disney 
World and we want to suggest some ways you can conserve 
energy at home, for unless everyone in this country does their 
part to conserve what energy sources we have, then there may 
not be enough for any of us! And the best way for you to conserve 
energy is to cut down on energy consumption. That is what this 
article is all about, ways to wisely use less energy. 

But first, what is Walt Disney World doing to reduce energy 
consumption? Well, we are working in many ways to do this. Judi 
Lawry of our Finance Division has been appointed Energy Con- 
servation Coordinator for our company. It is her full-time job to 

_work with our Maintenance, Engineering, line supervision and 
Central Energy Plant personnel to find new and better ways to cut 
down on our power consumption here. 
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This is the main control panel for the Central Energy Plant. From behind 
this console, one man can monitor and control power loads throughout 
Walt Disney World. 


Some of the things that we are doing include the removing of 
over 4,000 flourescent light tubes from our offices and backstage 
areas. Another is that many very large companies such as ours 
with thousands upon thousands of lights located around its prop- 
erty leave them on 24-hours a day because it would take a small 
army of employees to go around each day turning them on and 
off. So we have installed over 300 time clock mechanisms around 
our property which turn much of our lighting on just for the period it 
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is needed and then off for the rest of the time. Each time clock 
may control hundreds or thousands of individual lights on the 
same circuit, so this is a considerable savings in power. Our 
Maintenance people are currently adjusting all domestic hot 
water outlets on our property to a lower temperature. They used 
to operate from 130 to 140 degrees, but they are now being reset 
to operate at 110 to 120 degrees. This will save energy because 
we need less heating power. Another major area that we are 
working in is to develop an Energy Management System for Walt 
Disney World. This is a new concept in which you let a computer 
evaluate and control much of your energy using areas. . . such as 
lighting, air conditioning, cycle air handlers and others. Studies 
are presently underway on such a system and they show that we 
could reduce our total power needed at Walt Disney World by 
almost 20 percent! That’s quite a lot when you consider all of the 
electricity we need here as does all major companies. And we are 
not alone in this, most of the major companies in the United 
States are also working on saving energy. —— 

Now, what can you do at home? Some things are as simple as 
turning off unneeded lights (this will reduce electric need and 
reduce air conditioning operation because lights generate heat) 
and shut doors leading outside if air conditioning is in use. But 
there’s not enough room here for all of the tips we have. However, 
you may drop by Cast Activities in The Center and pick up 
literature on how to read your home electric meter and what it 
means, tips on automobile maintenance which will save you fuel 
and how to reducg the temperature of your home hot water 
heater. All of these booklets will save you dollars while you help 
save energy. In addition, EYES & EARS will carry in our weekly 
editions articles'on other ways to save on energy. So watch for 
them. |
